OPERATING REVENUES 

It will be noted that gross revenues show a decrease of 22.8 per cent compared with previous year, and expenses show 
a decrease of 6.1 per cent. 

Passenger and freight revenue statistics appear in Statements Nos. 9 and 10 of this report. 

FREIGHT REVENUE: 64.6 per cent of the total operating revenues, decrease $382,139.97, or 13.0 per cent. 

PASSENGER REVENUE: 24.8 per cent of the total operating revenues, decrease $719,413.20 or 42.4 per cent. 

OTHER REVENUE: Other transportation revenues decreased $49,675.63, or 16.5 per cent. 

Other operating revenues decreased-$18,181.34, or 9.7 per cent.

CROSS TIES: 

There were 3,126 cross ties used in building new sidings and industrial tracks. 

There were 24,683 cross ties used in the repairs to main tracks. 

There were 5,458 cross ties and 27 sets of switch ties used in repairs to side tracks. 

Cross ties used in new work and replacements, 33,267 an average of 289 ties per mile of Main track maintained. Aver¬ 
age cost per tie, $2.37. 

BALLAST: 

There were 18,722 cu. yds. of crushed stone ballast used in maintenance and betterments of tracks, a decrease of 4,001 
cu. yd. as compared with previous year. 
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BRIDGES, TRESTLES AND CULVERTS: 

10,077 feet board measure of lumber were consumed in making repairs to trestles. 
There are no timber trestles under the main track. 

No timber culverts were repaired during the year. 


DEPOTS AND BUILDINGS: 

All buildings and platforms were fully maintained, consuming 30,071 feet board measure of lumber. 


MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT 


Maintenance of equipment expenses, 18.28 per cent of the total operating revenues and 19.44 per cent of the total operating 
expenses, decreased $360,183.02, or 33.3 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs per locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $18,578.87, an increase of $4,356.16, 
or 30.6 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs of locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 50.41 cents as against 
34.91 cents the preceding year, an increase of 44.4 per cent. 

The cost of repairs per passenger train car, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $2,742.59, an increase of $177.59 
or 6.9 per cent. 


CONDITION OF EQUIPMENT: 

The following repairs were made to equipment during the year, as compared with the preceding year: 
Locomotives: 

Number given heavy repairs 15, as compared with 17 last year. 

Number given light repairs 68, as compared with 97 last year. 

Passenger Cars: 

Number thoroughly overhauled, painted and varnished 6, as compared with 11 last year. 
Number given light repairs 82, as compared with 138 last year. 

Freight Cars: 

Number given heavy repairs 16, as compared with 15 last year. 

Number given light repairs 293, as compared with 229 last year. 


TRAFFIC EXPENSES 

Traffic expenses, 3.73 per cent of the total operating revenues and 3.97 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$17,046.63, or 13.1 per cent. 


TRANSPORTATION EXPENSES 

Transportation expenses, 52.14 per cent of the total operating revenues and 55.43 per cent of the total operating expenses 
increased $113,784.84, or 5.8 per cent. 


GENERAL EXPENSES 

General expenses, 4.13 per cent of the total operating revenues and 4.38 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$20,002.52, or 14.0 per cent.

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AGRICULTURAL AND INDUSTRIAL 


Although the value of farm products produced along our line exceeded previous years due to high prices, the production 
was smaller in volume. Cotton acreage and production were less than any year since 1878. The production of food crops 
was slightly lower than the previous year but there has been an increase in the number of beef cattle, dairy animals, hogs 
and poultry. 


Pasturage, winter grazing, soil improvement, and conservation, continue to make satisfactory gains. 


Industrial development in our section continues with the expansion of existing industrial plants and the establishment 
of numerous new factories, warehouses, and distributing agencies. 


There was one (1) enlargement of existing industrial plant, and seventeen (17) new plants were established during the 
year 1946 in the territory served by Atlanta and West Point Rail Road Company, classified as follows:

GENERAL 


The Interstate Commerce Commission in Ex Parte 148-162 effective July 1, 1946, granted an increase in freight rates of 
approximately 4.5%, and in Ex Parte 162 effective January 1, 1947 authorized further increase of 12.9% or an overall increase 
of approximately 17.4%. The weighted average of these increases is approximately 14.82% which, if applied to 1946 volume 
of traffic would produce increased revenues of approximately $388,017. 


By agreement reached between Eastern, Western, and Southeastern Carriers Conference Committees and the Employees’ 
National Conference Committee, a wage award providing an increase of 16^ per hour was granted to all employees. This in¬ 
crease was effective January 1,1946, and the various operating statements appearing in this report include increased charges 
aggregating approximately $367,388 resulting therefrom. An agreement reached subsequently provided an additional award 
of per hour effective May 22, 1946, which if applied to the entire year 1946, would have increased expenses for the year an 
estimated amount of $21,189. 

Prices of materials and supplies now in effect would, if applied to 1946 purchases, result in an estimated increase of $73,497 
in operating expenses. 


The Crosser Bill passed by Congress and approved July 31, 1946, amending the Railroad Retirement Act and Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance Act, provides among other things, an increase in railroad retirement taxes from 3J% to 5$% effec¬ 
tive January 1, 1947. Had the revised rates been effective for the year 1946, payroll taxes would have been increased approxi¬ 
mately $55,974. 


An examination of the accounts of the company has been made by Messrs. Haskins & Sells, Certified Public Account¬ 
ants, whose certificate appears in this report. 


The Board takes pleasure in expressing its appreciation of the loyal and faithful services rendered by the Officers and 
Employees of the Company in the performance of their duties.
